Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  the  Association  at  the  Annual  Meeting 

April  29,  1913 

The  Treasurer  reports  that  for  the  past  year  the 
receipts  have  been  $20,353.58;  the  disbursements 
$12,978.09,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  March  31,  1913, 
of  $7,375.49. 

The  Committee  on  Membership  reports  an  active 
membership  of  273.  The  membership  is  divided  into 
classes  as  follows:  210  annual,  54  life,  6  sustaining  and 
3  in  perpetuity;  also  5  ex  officio  and  5  honorary 
members. 

The  Committee  on  Purchases  and  Donations  reports 
several  valuable  acquisitions  during  the  year.  The 
most  important  of  these  are:  Two  bronze  portrait 
busts,  one  of  Homer  and  one  of  Cicero,  from  Dr.  J. 
Ackerman  Coles;  The  Supper  at  Emmaus,  pastel,  by 
Otto  Walter  Beck,  from  William  T.  Evans;  30  pieces 
of  Etruscan  pottery  from  Dr.  W.  S.  Disbrow;  several 
boxes  of  geological  specimens  from  Herbert  Ward; 
glass  pomade  box  designed  by  Rene  Lalique  from  J.  S. 
Isidor;  painting,  artist  unknown,  from  Lewis  Straus. 
One  of  the  most  valuable  acquisitions  to  come  to  the 
Museum  is  a  large  collection  of  woods  from  all  parts 
of  the  world  which  has  recently  been  sent  to  the 
Museum  by  Ex-Governor  Murphy.  The  collection  is 
the  one  which  was  shown  at  the  World’s  Fair  in  1893. 
A  very  acceptable  gift  to  the  Museum  during  the  year 
was  a  collection  of  North  American  birds  from  Mrs. 
E.  M.  Joralemon  of  Newark.  There  are  about  50 
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specimens  of  these  birds  and  since  these  were  pro¬ 
nounced  by  an  expert  to  be  good  specimens,  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  taxidermist  were  employed  to  put  the 
collection  in  condition. 

The  Newark  Entomological  Society  will  fill  12  or 
more  cases  with  local  insects  as  soon  as  these  cases, 
which  the  Museum  is  to  supply,  can  be  built. 

The  Committee  has  decided  to  purchase:  Four 
pieces  of  modern  French  glass  by  Lalique,  three 
Thumb-box  sketches,  some  bronzes  and  pottery  from 
the  German  Collection,  plaster  casts,  about  50  in 
number,  copies  of  some  of  the  most  famous  pieces  of 
sculpture  from  ancient  to  modern  times,  a  painting 
and  some  sketches  by  a  modern  Japanese  artist, 
named  Ito. 

The  Executive  Committee  reports: 

The  Museum  rooms  have  been  kept  open  daily 
12-6.30,  7.30-9.30;  Sundays  and  holidays  2-6,  7.30-9. 
The  total  attendance  for  the  year,  23,123. 

During  the  summer  of  1912,  Mr.  Dana  purchased  in 
Europe  objects  of  art  amounting  to  about  $1,000: 
copies  of  antique  bronzes ;  medals  and  coins;  English, 
German  and  Italian  pottery,  modern  and  copies  of 
famous  antique  pieces;  Venetian  glass;  terra  cotta 
busts;  reproductions  of  Renaissance  textiles  from 
France  and  Italy.  These  have  been  installed. 

Other  purchases:  Four  ivories  by  Thomas  A.  Fox 
of  Newark;  a  painting,  the  Gorge,  by  Childe  Hassam. 
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The  north  museum  room  on  the  4th  floor  has  been 
redecorated  to  receive  a  collection  of  50  casts. 
Other  collections  have  been  reinstalled  in  the  art 
gallery.  To  make  room  for  collections  in  the  art 
gallery,  the  paintings,  some  bronzes  and  larger  pieces 
of  pottery  were  removed  to  the  3rd  floor  corridor.  In 
the  south  corridor  two  standing  wall  cases  are  filled 
with  the  collection  of  50  local  birds,  presented  by 
Mrs.  E.  M.  Joralemon. 

Since  the  Disbrow  collections  came  under  the  care 
of  the  Museum  a  year  ago,  many  additions  have  been 
made.  20  wall  cases  and  8  flat  cases  have  been 
added;  also  four  metal  construction  cases  for  the 
more  valuable  specimens  and  four  metal  construction 
cases  with  storage  bases. 

In  the  new  cases  Dr.  Disbrow  has  placed  many  new 
specimens.

Certificate  of  Incorporation 

The  undersigned  persons  desiring  to  associate  them¬ 
selves  into  a  corporation  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the 
legislature  of  New  Jersey,  entitled  “An  act  to 
incorporate  Associations  not  for  pecuniary  profit,” 
approved  April  21,  1898,  do  hereby  certify: 

1.  That  the  name  by  which  such  corporation  is  to 
be  known  is  The  Newark  Museum  Association. 

2.  That  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  formed  is  to 
establish  in  the  City  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  a 
Museum  for  the  reception  and  exhibition  of  articles  of 
art,  science,  history  and  technology,  and  for  the 
encouragement  of  the  study  of  the  arts  and  sciences, 
and  to  that  end  to  acquire  such  real  estate  and  per¬ 
sonal  property  as  may  be  convenient  and  necessary 
for  the  purpose. 

3.  The  corporation  is  to  be  located  and  its  princi¬ 
pal  business  is  to  be  conducted  in  the  City  of  Newark, 
County  of  Essex  and  State  of  New  Jersey. 

4.  The  number  of  Elective  Trustees  shall  be  fifty 
and  the  names  selected  for  the  first  year  are:

5.  The  following  persons,  officers  of  the  City  of 
Newark,  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  during  their  continuance  in  office  respec¬ 
tively,  to  wit,  the  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council,  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  said  Common  Council,  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Schools. 

6.  The  elective  trustees  shall  be  classified,  and 
forthwith  upon  the  organization  of  this  corporation 
they  shall  divide  themselves  into  five  classes,  one  class 
to  hold  office  for  one  year,  another  class  to  hold 
office  for  two  years  and  so  on  thereafter,  and  at  each 
annual  election  thereafter  ten  trustees  shall  be  elected 
to  hold  office  for  the  term  of  five  years  each. 

7.  The  corporation  shall  maintain  an  office  in  the 
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said  City  of  Newark  at  the  Free  Public  Library  of  the 
City  of  Newark  and  John  C.  Dana  shall  be  registered 
agent  in  charge  of  said  office  upon  whom  process  upon 
the  corporation  may  be  served. 

8.  The  officers  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of 
a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  They  shall  be 
selected  and  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified.  The  Corporation  shall  by  by-laws  pre¬ 
scribe  the  duties  of  each  of  such  officers. 

9.  The  corporation  shall  provide  in  the  by-laws  for 
admission  to  membership  in  the  Association.  Mem¬ 
bers  when  so  elected  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the 
annual  elections  of  the  Association  for  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  to  such  other  privileges 
as  the  by-laws  and  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  may  prescribe.  All  such  members  shall  pay 
an  annual  membership  fee  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws. 

10.  All  the  property  real  and  personal  the  title  to 
which  shall  be  vested  in  this  corporation  shall  be  held 
by  it  in  trust  for  the  people  of  the  City  of  Newark.  In 
case  any  person  shall  donate  property  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  upon  other  trusts,  such  donation  shall  not  be 
accepted  if  its  acceptance  would  interfere  in  any  way 
with  the  public  character  of  the  Association  hereby 
declared. 

11.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  from  the 
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members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ten  persons  who 
shall  act  as  the  executive  committee  of  the  Board. 
Said  committee  shall  have  such  power  as  may  be  con¬ 
ferred  upon  them  by  the  by-laws  of  the  Corporation. 

12.  Fifteen  members  of  the  Association  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at 
any  annual  or  special  meeting  of  the  members.

By-Laws 

As  amended  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  on  April  29,  1913. 

Officers .  The  executive  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a  President,  First,  Second  and  Third  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  and  a  Director, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  or  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  elected. 

President  The  President  shall  be  the  chief  execu¬ 
tive  officer  of  the  Association.  He  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  Association  and 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  business  of  the  Association  and  per¬ 
form  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Vice-Presidents.  In  case  of  death,  absence,  resigna¬ 
tion  or  disability  of  the  President,  the  First  Vice- 
President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability,  the 
Second  Vice-President,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or 
disability,  the  Third  Vice-President  shall  be  charged 
with  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  President. 

Treasurer.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody 
of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association  which  may  come 
into  his  hands  and  shall  generally  transact  all  the 
financial  business  of  the  Association.  He  shall  at 
least  once  a  year,  and  oftener  if  required  by  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  render  a 
statement  of  his  accounts,  and  he  shall  regularly  enter 
in  books  of  the  Association,  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  all  moneys 
received  and  paid  by  him  on  account  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  and  he  shall  perform  all  duties  incident  to  the 
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position  of  the  Treasurer,  subject  to  the  control  of  the 
Executive  Committee  or  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

He  may  be  required  to  give  bond  in  such  reasonable 
sum  as  the  Board  may  deem  advisable. 

All  bills  presented  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment 
shall  be  audited  and  approved  for  payment  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  in  his 
absence,  by  the  President  of  the  Association. 

Secretary.  The  Secretary  shall  cause  notices  to  be 
issued  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association,  of  the 
Trustees,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  a 
record  to  be  made  of  the  proceedings  of  the  same.  He 
with  the  President  or  a  Vice-President,  shall  execute 
all  contracts  and  instruments  on  kbehalf  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.  He  shall  also  preserve  the  seal,  archives  and 
correspondence,  and  affix  the  seal  when  authorized  to 
do  so  by  the  Trustees  or  the  Executive  Committee. 

Director.  The  Director  under  the  authority  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  the  administrative  head 
of  the  Association  and  shall  have  immediate  and  re¬ 
sponsible  charge  of  its  buildings,  its  permanent  and 
other  collections  and  exhibitions  and  employees. 

Executive  Committee.  In  addition  to  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee  provided  for  in  the 
charter,  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall 
be  ex  officio  members  of  said  Committee.  The  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  shall  have  immediate  charge,  control 
and  regulation  of  the  Association  and  general  charge 
of  all  appropriations  and  of  the  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
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ciation  when  the  Board  is  not  in  session,  but  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  shall  not  incur  any  expense,  lia¬ 
bility  or  indebtedness  for  the  Association  beyond  the 
sum  of  $300  in  excess  of  any  appropriation  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  be  selected  by  the  Committee.  At  all 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  five  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Meetings  of  Association.  A.  Annual  Meeting.  The 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  on 
the  last  Tuesday  of  April.  At  such  meeting  the  Trus¬ 
tees  shall  present  a  report  of  their  proceedings  during 
the  preceding  year.  B.  Special  Meeting.  Special 
meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  at  any  time 
by  the  Secretary  upon  an  order  of  the  President  or 
the  written  request  of  ten  members. 

Meetings  of  Trustees.  A.  Regular  Meeting.  The 
Trustees  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  April, 
July,  October  and  January  in  each  year  or  the  days 
thereafter  to  which  such  meetings  shall  be  regularly 
adjourned.  B.  Special  Meeting.  Special  meetings 
of  the  Trustees  shall  also  be  called  at  any  time  by  the 
Secretary  upon  the  order  of  the  President  or  the  writ¬ 
ten  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board. 

Quorum.  Six  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  of  the  trustees. 

Committee  on  Membership.  The  First  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  as  Chairman  ex  officio ,  and  two  Trustees  to  be 
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appointed  by  the  President  annually  shall  act  as  the 
Committee  on  Membership. 

Application  for  membership  in  the  Association  shall 
be  made  in  writing  and  candidates  may  be  proposed 
by  any  member  in  good  standing.  Such  applications 
shall  be  passed  upon  by  the  Committee  on  Member¬ 
ship,  and  members  shall  be  elected  by  that  committee, 
and  every  election  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Members  and  Dues.  The  annual  dues  to  the  Associ¬ 
ation  shall  be  as  follows:  1.  Annual  members,  who 
shall  pay  dues  of  five  dollars  per  year. 

2.  Sustaining  members,  who  pay  an  annual  con¬ 
tribution  of  $25,  and  less  than  $100. 

3.  Life  members,  who  shall  commute  their  Annual 
membership  dues  into  one  payment  of  $100,  and  shall 
become  members  of  the  Association  in  full  and  regular 
standing  for  the  remainder  of  their  lives. 

4.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  elect  to  honorary 
membership  persons  of  distinction  or  those  who  have 
rendered  important  service  to  the  Association.  Such 
persons  when  elected  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  priv¬ 
ileges  of  membership  of  the  Association,  but  shall  not 
be  required  to  pay  dues. 

5.  Members  in  perpetuity,  to  be  entered  on  the 
Records  of  the  Association  as  Patrons  of  Art  and 
Science,  who  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $1,000,  shall  there¬ 
after  hold  a  life  membership  in  the  Association,  and 
perpetuate  that  membership  by  will  to  such  descend- 
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ant  or  other  person  as  they  may  name,  but  in  case  of 
intestacy  the  same  shall  descend  to  the  oldest  male 
heir. 

Finance  Committee.  The  second  Vice-President,  as 
chairman  ex  officio ,  and  two  trustees  to  be  appointed  by 
the  President  annually,  shall  act  as  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  duties  of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be  to 
consider  and  propose  means  of  procuring  funds,  shall 
invest  such  funds  as  may  be  procured  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  assigned 
to  them. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  at  least  once  a 
year. 

Committee  on  Purchases  and  Donations.  In  order 
that  the  Association  may  not  be  flooded  with  gifts  or 
purchases  of  unworthy  objects  of  art  and  curiosity 
no  gift  shall  be  accepted  or  purchase  made  until  it 
shall  have  been  approved  by  a  committee  to  be  known 
as  the  Committee  on  Purchases  and  Donations. 

Such  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Third  Vice- 
President,  as  Chairman  ex  officio,  and  four  Trustees 
to  be  appointed  by  the  President  annually. 

Amendments.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by 
a  majority  vote  at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

Proposed  amendments  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secre- 
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tary  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting  and  copies 
thereof  shall  be  sent  with  the  call  of  the  meeting. 

Seal.  The  seal  of  the  Association  shall  contain  the 
words  “The  Newark  Museum  Association”  with  the 
figures  “1909”  in  the  centre.
